STORIES FROM GERMANY 
American newspapers within the past week 
- havo printed two morr slork'S of Nazi Iciir 
and dissension, purporting to have come from 
laslde Oermany. They should be taken with 
the usual dosago ol salt, since they may be 
only the latest propaganda efforts to Induce 
complacency and relax the Allied effort. Yet 
there Js enough plauslblUtx In each to war- 
rant Its being looked at, whether It la true or 
not. 

One story Is the latest In a series dealing 
with the Hitler-army feud. This serlea began 
long before the war. Its latest Installment was 
the rumor, shortly after filussollnl's abdica- 
tion, that Hitler hud been overthrown and a 
military dictatorship establlahcd. Since then, 
however, the military picture has changed In 
two respects; Italy has made for herself as 
satisfactory an arrangement with the Allied 
powers as circumstances will permit, and the 
prospects of an eventual Nazi victory have 
become steadily less promising. 

It is impossible that, in the light of these 
developments. Field Marshal Keltel and other 
top German commanders might really believe 
that they could repeat the Italian procedure, 
aeizo Hitler, and open peace negotiations. 

The other story Is that Holnrlch HImmler. 
the Gestapo chief, and high officials of the 
elite guard and storm troopers are already 
planning to take the Nazi organization un- 
derground, when the political roof caves in, 
and continue their work. These are men who 
helped Hitler carry his party from a bunch of 
beer-hall crackpots in 1023 to the rulers of 
Germany 10 years later. And, according to the 
story, they are willing to devote another 10 
QT even 20 years to a new program of propu' 
ganda, sabotage, reorganization and rearma- 
ment. Their disanpeoranca! and the emcr- 
Bence of a military dictatorship might turn 
out to be the most cs^edlent solution of their 
growing predicament. 

Both these plans. If they are true, would 
hinge upon the hope that Premier Stalin' 
would be the commanding voice at the peace 
table, and that his wish for a "strong Ger- 
many" would prevail. They would also pre- 
suppose that the conditions of unconditional 
surrender that President Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Churchill have repeatedly de- 
manded, would bo drowned out. 

Perhaps both these stories are pipe dreams. 
But true or not, they serve to emphaslzo 
again one fact of undoubted truth and ex- 
treme Importance: The war In Europe will 
not be won with the internal collapse of the 
German nation. It will not be won with the 
wholesale and still-distant defeat ot the Ger- 
man army, Tho war will only be won, and 
the world will only bo safe, when Hitler, 
Goering, Gocbbels, Hlmmler and every other 
Nftzljeader are either In the custody of tho 
United Nations or are dead. No public clamor 
for early peace or cessation of further hos- 
tilities should divert Allied strategy from 
■ that goal, a goal on which America, Britain 
and Russia are agreed. 

COLD COSIFORT 

As wo face the prospect of an undeniably 
chilly winter, there might be some cold com- 
fort in the recollection that America shivered 
through another coal-short wartime winter. 
That was the winter of 1017-18, and If you are 
old enough to remember It, you probably re- 
member that we had not only meatless and 
wheatless days, but heatless days as well. 

There was no nationwide coal strike In 
World War I, and the Industrial demand did 
not approach our present needs. But there 
was a railroad car shortage and a badly 
snarled transportation system In our one 
wartime winter, which, with severe cold In 
January and February, IfllB. made that wln- 
ter for many a time ot prolonged discomfort. 

All plants and offices, except government 
offices and the most essential industries, shut 
down on Mondays. Bars also were closed on' 
Monday, even though there was no liquor 
shortage then. Street cars loaded and dis- 
charged passengers at every second or tlilrd 
atop to save electricity. And though nobody 
had ever hoard of the dlmout, unnecessary 
outdoor -Ughtlng was prohibited on certain 
nights of the weok. Some states Imposed even 
more rigid controls, 

A cold and angry mob in Philadelphia 
stormed coal trains as they arrived In the 
yards, in. West Virginia ministers left Uielr 
pnlplta to mine coal, a group ol 200 Kentucky 
buataessmen were volunteer miners in their 
spare hours; a hand escorted them to the 
mine and women, fed coffee and dounhnuts 
. to tho night shift.

In the other cases, 
the tines' were suspended liut tha 
men were tent to Jail, lU ef them 
tor 30 days and one tor 30 days. 

The story docs not say by what 
authority a military officer could 
Impose these penalties tor refusal 
to work but preaiumably that author- 
ity has been established and recog- 
nised, possibly because Honolulu, 
In the light ot EMc. t, IHl, has been 
Identified as a combat ares. Simi- 
lar action haa been taken by Amer- 
ican military authorities In other 
war Kones In Africa and the south 
Pacific egslnst civilian tailors tor 
shirking duty and other mlaeon.

The commanding otilcer In Hono- 
lulu Is MaJ. Oen. H. O. Richardson, 
the very model of the West Point 
soldier, who sorvod a tour as com- 
mandant of cadets at tho military 
academy end who Is known In the 
' aa HelUe Richardson for tha 
reason, I believe, that he U so very 
precise, proper and strict. He I* 
noted for his tenacity a* well, which 
expressed Itself not long ago in a 
jontllct belwean the military author- 
ities which ho reprcjenled and up- 
held and the civil aulhorlly repre- 
sented by a federal Judge. I lost 
track of tho controversy but ,l>e- 
lleve the settlement was postponed, 
'he trials of tho general's pre- 
decessor and of Admlrsl Klmmell, 
until a less crowded hour. I have an 
Impression, however, that Oeneral 
Richardson did not lose the contest, 

Incidentally, for any light that It 



may throw on the present case, six
